It  Will  ho  observed  from  the  above  Table  that  i e total  number  of  deaths 
due  to  respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  6,  being  3 males  and  3 females,  equal  to  42 

total  deaths  registered.  The  number  of  cases 

notified  during  the  year  was  14,  being  2 males  and  9 females  respiratory 
Tuberculosis  and  1 male  and  2 females  non-;  espiratory. 

Three  of  the  above  were  Transfer  cases,  two  pulmonary  and  me 
non-pulrnonary;  also  three  other  cases  were  evacuated  persons,  all  being 

lemales;  thus,  the  number  of  persons  actually  belonging  to  the  district  was 
only  five.

. „ ^itn  the  exception  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  the  incidence 
of  infectious  diseases  was  remarkably  low  in  the  district  during  the  year. 
Scarlet  Fever  cases  occurred  sporadically  in  different  localities}  three  of 
the  cases  occurred  in  a Children's  Camp. 

Of  the  Diphtheria  cases,  12  occurred  in  Children's  Camps  and  1 in  a 
Children' s Hostel. 

The  opidoraic  of  Measles  was  mostly  prevalent  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  that  of  Whooping  Cough  during  the  latter  part.
